Heat From Ruins

CHICAGO (AP) — Smoke and 
beat from He nibs af a tax-etory 
factory building defied investiga­ 
tors today ta their search for tim 
origins of a disastrous Hrs which 
killed nine firemen.

The flames fed on huge quan­ 
tities of butter and lard, inflam­ 
mable substances used by a bak­ 
ery supply firm boused in the 
structure.

Actually, most of those who are 
truly conversant with the intricacies of 
life on these struggling continents feel 
that. money is only a small part of the 
solution. 
^ . Aiany of the affected peoples need 


to do much for themselves. And not 
just in a material way. They need to 
grow in understanding of themselves 
an others, to accept with some humility 
the responsibility that goes with liberty, 
rather than simply dwelling upon the 
rights and privileges. They need to 
learn to give as well as take, to work as 
well as enjoy. 
By the same token, we need to offer 
them something more than the material. 
Technical and other expert assistance, 
of course, but even more than that. We 
need to give them the feeling that we 
are truly sympathetic with their aspira­ 
tions, that we want to see them im­ 
prove and prosper for their own sake, 
not just so they will add a further bul­ 
wark for us against communism. 
This country, which was born in re­ 
bellion and raised high the ideals of 
freedom and self-determination, has 
come to be viewed in too many eyes as 
self-seeking and overbearing. 
We are much better than that. But 
we seem to have lost the knack of per­ 
suading many of our fellow human be­ 
ings abroad that this is scr. We need to 
get it back. 
We need constantly to re-earn the 
friendship, admiration and respect of 
the aspiring peoples everywhere who 
are determinedly bent on betterment 
in this world which still requires so 
much of it.

Greens Provide Nourishment

Tender young leaves of kale, col­ 
lards and mustard greens are both 
delicious, stacked with iron and 
rich in vitamin A, the B-complex 
vitamins and ascorbic acid. Avail­ 
able all winter and budget-priced. 
Succulent eating either raw in 
salads or cooked. 
Wash them well. (The pack­ 
aged greens come washed and 
clipped.) Remove the tough stems, 
if any. To cook, simmer gently 
until just barely tender in a tight­ 
ly covered pan. No need to add 
water. The drops that cling to 
the leaves after washing should 
be sufficient. Drain and chop if 
desired. Add a dab of butter or 
margarine, salt and ground black 
pepper. 
Scalloped Fresh Kale And 
Ham Casserole 
(Yield: 4 to 6 servings) 
ll pounds cooked kale 
I teaspoon salt 
I teaspoon ground black pepper 
I cup minced ham or luncheon 
meat 
I beef bouillon cube 
1/3 cup grated sharp cheddar 
cheese 
I cup soft bread crumbs 


I tablespoon butter or margarine, 
melted. 
Drain kale and chop fine, saving 
cooking liquid for later use. Add 
salt and ground black pepper, 
mixing well. Arrange 
alternate 
layers of kale and ham in a 11- 
quart casserole. Measure the kale 
liquid, fill to I cup (using hot 
water if necessary) and add bouil­ 
lon cube. Stir until dissolved and 
add to casserole. Combine cheese, 
bread crumbs and butter or mar­ 
garine and sprinkle over the top. 
Bake in a preheated moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) until crumbs 
are brown, about 20 minutes. Serve 
at once.

1 lars to IO countries, along with 
about three billion in economic 
aid to those same IO, and ll other 
countries. 
Elsenhower’s Final Report to 
Congress on the U. S. mutual se­ 
curity program for the fiscal year 
ending last June 30 put the value 
of Communist bloc military as­ 
sistance at 825 million dollars. 
Since that time, Russia 
has 
promised 300 million dollars’ worth 
of military aid to Indonesia. A 
primary objective 
of 
President 
Sukarno’s government is to wrest 
control of West Iran (New Gui­ 
nea) from the Netherlands. 
Russian 
and 
Czechoslovakian 
military assistance to Cuba in the 
last six months is estimated at 50 
million dollars. 
The value of Russian and Com­ 
munist Chinese military ald to 
support the Algerian nationalists 
in their revolution for independ­ 
ence from France is unknown. It 
is mostly small arms shipments, 
which have been stepped up In re­ 
cent months. 
The Russians are also reported 
to be shipping arms to Lumumba 
supporters in the Congo, in direct 
opposition to U.N. efforts to bring 
stability to that new nation. And 
there have been offers and gifts 
for Red Arms to Morocco, Guinea, 
Sudan and other new nations of 
Africa. 
All this Communist bloc mili­ 
tary assistance is of particular in­ 
terest in view of recent Moscow 
revelations on long range Russian 
policies for establishing Commun­ 
ist 
supremacy 
throughout 
the 
world. 
First Publication of speeches 
made by Krushchev to representa­ 
tives of the 81 Communist parties 
that met in Moscow last November 
show that previously declared dis­ 
armament and peaceful co-exist- 
ence policies are complete shams. 
These peace policies are intended 
primarily to disarm the Western 
powers. This will, the Reds hope, 
make Communist worly conquest 
that much easier. And it is to be 
attained by revolutionary military 
action, not by peaceful political 
negotiation. 
Although we have a fair higher 
proportion of young people in col­ 
lege than any other nation, for a 
high proportion of these a liberal 
education seems to end on com­ 
mencement day. Starry-eyed under­ 
graduates turn into glassy-eyed 
alumni and alumnae who, if they 
read anything, read bestsellers and 
magazines.

Since that report was compiled, 
deliveries of UAR have been in­ 
creased by perhaps 20 million dol­ 
lars, to Afghanistan by IO million, 
to Guinea and Yemen by two to 
three million. 
Estimates on the kinds of aid 
furnished by the Communist bloc 
are based on military equipment 
displayed in parades 
and 
an­ 
nouncements by leaders of the re­ 
cipient countries. 
UAR Has BOeiTthe biggest bene­ 
ficiary. It has received 53 jct 
bombers, 150 jet fighters and IOO 
other aircraft. Fifty heavy tanks, 
400 medium tanks, IOO self-pro­ 
pelled guns and 200 pieces of ar­ 
tillery have also gone to UAR. 
Nasser’s navy has received 2 de­ 
stroyers, 8 submarines and 30 sub­ 
chasers, mine sweepers and auxi­ 
liary craft. 
Iraq—formerly a member of the 
Baghdad Pact before the Kassem 
revolution and the assassination of 
King Feisal—is known to have 
received from Russia IO Jet bomb­ 
ers, 40 jet fighters, 25 other air­ 
craft, 150 tanks and 500 pieces of 
artillery. 
Afghanistan got 50 jets and 30 
other aircraft, IOO tanks and 400 
guns. Yemen has so far received 
no jets, but it has 30 other planes, 
25 medium tanks, 30 pieces of ar­ 
tillery. 
Indonesia got 20 jet bombers, 50 
jet fighters, 80 other aircraft, IOO 
artillery pieces, 4 destroyers and 2 
subs before the recent deal for aid 
which is supposed to double In­ 
donesia’s total 
armed strength, 
now 250,000 men. 
Cuba has received only first 
shipments of 30 heavy and medium 
tanks, IS self-propelled guns and 
300 artillery pieces. But aircraft 
and even missiles from Moscow 
have been promised.

(J*)— An Air 
Force officer on the Pentagon 
staff disclosed Sunday night that 
Capts. John R. McKone and Free­ 
man B. Olmstead don’t know what 
happened to three members of 
their RB47 crew still listed only 
as missing. 
McKone and Olmstead, at home 
after seven m onths in a Soviet 
prison camp, were relaxing today 
with their wives and children. 
They were under orders not to 
grant any interviews. 
They were among six airmen in 
the plane shot down in the Barents 
Sea near the Soviet Union last 
July. The body of one crewman, 
Capt. Willard G, Palm of Topeka, 
was recovered and returned to 
this country. 
Lt. Col. Robert Eby, who ac­ 
companied the two fliers to Tope­ 
ka’s Forbes AFB, Saturday, said 
he had talked to them and “they 
Just d o n t know; the three men 
are still missing as far as we are 
concerned.” 
McKone and Olmstead were re­ 
leased unexpectedly 
last 
week. 
They flew to Washington where 
they were welcomed by President 
Kennedy and their wives.

NEW CASTLE, Ind. (ZP) — FBI 
agents and local police converged 
on 4 hotel here today and arrested 
William 
Ellsworth 
Spencer, 
57, 
Massilon, Ohio, for the $110,000 
robbery of a branch bulk In Gary, 
Ind., last Saturday. 
The police waited until Spencer 
left his room to take a train to 
Cincinnati before nabbing him. He 
did not resist. 
Spencer, who was bom and 
reared in Glenroy, Ohio, was re­ 
leased only last Dec. 16 from the 
Moundsville, W. Va., state prison, 
where he had served 18 years of 
a 25-year sentence for bank rob­ 
bery. 
Edward J. Powers, special FBI 
agent, said Spencer had approxi­ 
mately $83,700 with him, most of 
it in two suitcases. He said Spen­ 
cer had spent more than half his 
life in prisons far robberies. 
Powers said police learned that 
a man answering Spencer’s de­ 
scription had taken a train at 
Crown Point, Ind., for New Castle. 
He registered at the hotel here'as 
Jam es McClure. 
Two days before the Saturday 
holdup of the Glen Park branch 
of the Gary Trust and Savings 
bank, a stakeout of city banks had 
bern withdrawn. G ary police had 
been w attling the banks two weeks 
after receipt of an anonymous 
telephone tip that there’d be "a 
big holdup at some Gary bank." 
A police photograph of Spencer 
was pointed out by the branch as­ 
sistant manager—Jam es H. Back­ 
et!, 25—as resembling the swarthy 
gunman who greeted him at the 
bank when he opened up Saturday 
morning.

HAVANA (SF) — Six Americans 
accused of conspiring against Fidel 
Castro may learn their fate today 
from a military tribunal that could 
deport them, keep them in prison 
or send them to their deaths. 
There was speculation the court 
might 
emulate 
Soviet 
Premier 
Khrushchev’s freeing of two Amer­ 
ican fliers last week as a gesture 
toward the new Kennedy admin­ 
istration. 
In a 21 hour trial Saturday the 
Americans claimed they had come 
to Havana in a stolen boat early 
in 
January, 
after the 
United 
States broke diplomatic relations 
with Cuba, to help defend Castro’s 
revolution. 
The prosecutor scoffed at the 
Americans' e x p l a n a t i o n and 
charged they were bringing arms 
to rebel guerrillas fighting Cas­ 
tro. He asked for death by firing 
squad. 
Although Castro has repeatedly 
called for the sternest treatment 
of those trying to overthrow him, 
defense attorney Luis Raul Fleitas 
cited the prime minister’s less 
angry attitude toward the new 
US. administration and Premier 
Khrushchev’s release of the two 
American 
reconnaissance 
fliers. 
Fleitas said these were samples 
of "good faith" the court should 
follow.

Fields 
reported 
that approximately sixty per cent 
of the homes in Riverton are using 
natural gas and the income to the 
village during November and De­ 
cember of the past year was be­ 
tween four and five thousand dol­ 
lars. The gas lines were run into 
Riverton in 1958. 
The question of granting a fran­ 
chise for electricity and natural 
gas for fifty years to the Central 
Illinois Public Service Company 
will be discussed at the meeting 
of the Jerseyville City Council 
Tuesday evening January 31st at 
7:30 o’clock. All residents interest­ 
ed in the m atter are being urged 
to attend the meeting. 
A preliminary survey of the city 
was made recently by the Central 
Dlinois Public Service Company 
relative to prospective users of 
natural gas if the service were 
brought here. The CIPS proposed 
to bring gas from the main pipe 
line of the Panhandle company in 
the vicinity of Alsey, Illinois, 
distance of some thirty three miles 
from Jerseyville. 
The cost of bringing of gas 
mains in the municipality has been 
estimated at $1,250,000 by the light 
company which presently holds the 
franchise for furnishing electricity. 


"In keeping with the original 
philosophy of its founders, that of

facilities will also be added and 
the construction of the Crispen 
Science Hall will begin one year 
later. 
As the student body increases to 
800 students, the dining hall and 
student union will be expanded; 
a little theater will be included in 
Jones Hall, and a swimming pool 
will be added to the present gym­ 
nasium. 
When the new science hall has 
been completed, the present sci­ 
ence facilities In Sturtevant and 
Whipple Halls will be remodeled 
as classrooms. 
Dr. Caine men­ 
tioned that an addition has been 
planned for Ellis Hall (women's 
residence hall), in the near fu­ 
ture, and another men’* dormi­ 
tory will be constructed.

with a coffee table in between. 
Kennedy has had the oval prest 
dential office repainted from pale 
green to off-white and ordered 
pictures of 
George Washington 
and other historical predecessors 
removed in favor of stirring naval 
battle scenes. 
Reporters got a weekend look at 
the executive office after Kennedy 
vetoed the green walls which had 
just been freshly redone for him 
in the same color favored by for 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen 
bower. 
Kennedy has on his desk some 
bookends left over from Eisen 
hower. 
They feature gold eagles 
mounted on a navy blue base with 
five gold stars—the insignia of a 
general of the army. 
The book­ 
ends hold a copy of the Bible, a 
world Almanac and two books 
written by Kennedy himself. 
On Kennedy’s desk are the be 
ginnings of what looks like a com­ 
fortable permanent clutter: a co­ 
conut shell war memento, a fa 
vorite pair of 
daggers 
paper 
weight and an ash tray to service 
his occasional cigars. 
The coconut shell, encased in 
plastic, is the one scratched with 
an SOS message which Kennedy 
sent with a native for help when 
he was marooned on a Pacific 
island after his PT boat was cut 
in two by a Japanese destroyer 
during World War II.

Wm. Pape Dies; 
Pulitzer Prize 
Winning Newsman 


WATERBURY, Cran. IF - Wil­ 
liam J. Pape. 87, who rose from $3-a* 
week reporter to publisher of the 
Waterbury Republican - American, 
died Sunday in St. Petersburg, H a., 
where he was vacationing. 
A dedicated journalist who com­ 
bined craftmanship with a zeal for 
public service, Pape won the Pulitzer 
Prize for his papers in 1940 with the 
exposure of a $3.5-million municipal 
fraud. 
He was bom in Liverpool, England. 
His father was a 6ea captain. His 
rise in the newspaper profession 
followed the Horatio Alger stories of 
his day. 
His first reporter’s Job was as a 
cub on the old Passaic N. J. Daily 
News. In 1892. at the age of 19, he 
was made city editor. 
Nine years later, in partnership 
with the late William M. Lathrop, he 
purchased the Waterbury Republican. 
Under his guidance the paper rose in 
circulation and prestige. 
Pape bought the Waterbury Ameri­ 
can in 1922. In 1946 he acquired the 
Waterbury Democrat, and consoli­ 
dated all three papers under the cor­ 
porate title of American-Republican, 
Inc. 
He also owned the Eastern Color 
Printing Co., which printed the first 
colored comic books in the nation. 
In 1934 he established radio station 
WBRY in Waterbury, a pioneer in 
high-fidelity transmission. 
Pape was an active member of 
The Associated Press. In 1927 he 
was elected second vice president. 
And the next year he became first 
vice president and served five terms. 
He was elected a director (rf the AP 
in 1937. He was also chairman of the 
Connecticut circuit of the wire serv­ 
ice. 
He was co-founder (rf the American 
Press Institute at Columbia Univer­ 
sity and president of the New Eng­ 
land Daily Newspaper Association.

NEW ORLEANS, La. (ZP) — A 
drug store clerk continued his de­ 
fiance of a white boycott a t inte 
grated McDonough No. IO school 
today—sending his 9-year-old son 
to the school for a second day. 
John N. Thompson, 33, father 
of six, sent his eldest child Greg­ 
ory to McDonough in a car with 
two U. S. marshals. 
Gregory went to the school for 
the first time Friday. It was the 
scene of angry mass picketing in 
November. 
Today, a crowd of 35 angry 
neighborhood women and 
men 
surged across the street onto the 
neutral ground, yelling—"Nigger 
lover. Go home. Go home." 
The marshals hustled the boy 
into the school building. Police 
ordered the women off the neutral 
ground—restricted to newsmen 
and back across the street. 
Nippy weather in the mid-30’s 
held down the number of pickets. 
But it was the largest throng at 
the scene since the picketing was 
at its height following the Nov. 
14 integration. 
Also on the scene today was 
police 
Supt. 
Joseph 
Giarrusso, 
U. S. Marshal Edward F. Petitbon 
and about 15 newsmen. 
Thompson earlier had said he 
would send a second son—8-year- 
old Michael—to McDonough if the 
boy had recovered from a spell of 
asthma. However, Michael was not 
seen. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (ZP)— 
The Soviet Union today charged 
the Belgian government with new 
acts of aggression in the Congo, 
including formation of a foreign 
legion to fight against forces loyal 
to deposed Premier Patrice Lu­ 
mumba and his pro-Communist 
deputy, Antoine Gizenga. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
said Deputy Foreign Minister Val­ 
erian A. Zorin, in a letter to the 
president of the Security Council, 
also charged 
Belgian "colonial­ 
ists" bombed several Congolese 
towns controlled by 
Lumumba’* 
forces and caused numerous casu­ 
alties. 
Zorin’s letter, apparently de­ 
livered over the weekend, was a 
prelude to a Security Council 
meeting on the Congo scheduled 
for Wednesday. 
Seven pro - Lumumba govern­ 
ments have asked the council to 
protest the imprisonment of Lu­ 
mumba. 
Congo President Joseph 
Kasavuba has demanded that Sec­ 
retary - General Dag Hammar* 
skjold replace Rajeshwar Dayal of 
India as the chief U.N, represen­ 
tative in the 
Congo. Hammar* 
skjold has warned that plans of 
pro - Lumumba governments to 
withdraw their troops from the 
U.N force in the Congo may force 
the United Nations to pull out of 
the chaotic country entirely. 
Reports from the Congo in the 
past few weeks have told of the 
arrival in Katanga Province of 
foreign fighting men to serve as 
mercenaries for provincial Presi­ 
dent Moise Tshombe. Recruitment 
apparently was stepped up as a 
result of the invasion of the north­ 
ern part of the province by pro- 
Lumumba troops who established 
a headquarters in Manono, a tin- 
mining center.
